United States Encased Postage Stamps came into being as a 
“Money of Necessity” at the same time and for the same reasons as 
Fractional Currency. For several years there had been a shortage of small 
change. This condition was at its worst in the spring and summer of 1862. 
It had become nearly impossible for merchants (and the public) to get 
along without being able to make change. Private scrip, bank and 
merchant scrip, small private copper tokens, and postage stamps (both 
loose and in pre-printed envelopes) all were being pressed into service. 

The inventor of Encased Postage, John Gault of Boston (later, with 
Kirkpatrick, of New York City) cleverly solved the problem of quick 
disintegration of stamps in circulation by encasing them in a metal case 
with a mica “window” so the stamp was visible. His profit was made by 
selling advertising on the back of the case to various merchants. 

John Gault obtained a patent on Encased Postage Stamps on Aug. 
12,1862. Most, if not all of the Encased Postage was produced from this 
patent date until early 1863 when Postage Currency (First Issue Frac¬ 
tional Currency) began to fill the small change gap (Postage Currency 
was first printed in August of 1862 and most likely was placed into 
circulation at once, or for sure by early September, but it was several 
months before it began to circulate freely). Mr. Gault was also hard 
pressed to obtain stamps, because after the July and August rush on post 
offices (to obtain stamps to replace the hoarded coins) the post office 
department cut off supplies of stamps for all but postage use. 

Most major collections of Fractional Currency have had several 
pieces of Encased Postage in them as association items; and, needless to 
say, a collection of Encased Postage stands well in its own right. 

The average collectable condition for Encased Postage is very fine 
with an exceptional piece being extra fine to about new. A fully new 
piece of Encased Postage is a major rarity even for the most common 
issues, and most varieties are unknown in even about new condition. 



100 EP-95a 90 Strip. Often referred to as having a Feuchtwanger 
back, as the eagle and serpent design resemble Dr. 
Feuchtwanger’s tokens of the 1830’s. It is thought that these 
pieces were produced in New York City for the collector 
market. The earliest appearance of one of these pieces that we 
can trace was on an Ed Frossard Price List in October, 1893. 
Nonetheless, these pieces have always been collected along 
with Encased Postage. This one is in excellent condition with 
the case fully About New, the mjca clear and the stamps 
bright.

“FLYING MONEY” FROM THE MING DYNASTY

Excessively Rare High Grade Ming Dynasty Note. 

China was the first country in the world to use paper money, the earliest 
report being brought back to the Western world by Marco Polo in the 
Thirteenth Century. At the time his report was not generally believed, as the 
people of Europe, Africa and the Middle East used only metal coins and 
could not accept the idea of people taking written pieces of paper in payment 
for goods and services. It was not until over a hundred years later that his 
accounts were verified by the appearance in Europe of actual Chinese 
currency from the Ming Dynasty (1368-1644). These very large notes 
(approx. 12”x8”) were printed by hand on mulberry bark paper. Paper was 
made by coloring pulp from the inner bark of mulberry trees with carbon and 
squeezing it dry on bamboo screens. Seperate wood blocks were made for 
printing the text of the note and the seal of the issuing Emperor. The Chinese 
coins in use at the time were small, round, copper coins about the size of our 
present day nickel. Each coin had a square hole in the center and large 
transactions were carried out with big bundles of these coins tied together 
with string. The face of these Ming Dynasty notes showed an illustration of 
this type so that a person who was illiterate and unable to read the Chinese 
characters printed on the note could simply count the number of bundles of 
coins pictured and determine the denomination. The Chinese refered to this 
earliest currency as “flying money” because of its light weight and its ability 
to circulate over a large area. The presently offered piece is undamaged, 
unrestored and complete out to its original edges, making it a major rarity and 
one of the finest to survive. (2500-up)

756 A Letter Written by Spinner as Treasurer April 13, 1865. 

Wholly in Spinner’s hand, written as Treasurer, correcting 
what he refers to as “The succession of blunders.” This letter 
was written the day before President Lincoln was assassi¬ 
nated. (150-up) 

757 A Personal Spinner Letter. Written while Treasurer, but on 
personal stationary. Entirely in Spinner’s hand, addressed to 
D.W. Cheesman (?), Hot Springs, Oregon, and sent by 
Spinner on June 26, 1875. Personal content thanking the 
recipient for his support and approval: “I have never believed 
myself to be susceptible to flattery, but I must confess that I 
feel a peculiar pride in having the open and frank approval of 
my official conduct by good men like you...” A very nice, 
eloquent letter. (150-up)

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758 A Letter from Spinner to S.M. Clark. Written while 
Treasurer. A very short business note wholly in Spinner’s 
hand, tying together the two most famous personages in 
Fractional Currency history. (150-up) 

759 A Spinner Letter Dated June 6, 1856. Written to the 
proprietor of the Willard Hotel in Washington D.C. requesting 
his mail, “Except newspapers,” be forwarded to him in 
Mohawk, New York. A Friedberg 1266 10c Fifth Issue note 
has been attached to the letter. (150-up) 

760 Spinner Letter Responding to Autograph Seeker. Dated 
Dec. 3, 1872 as Treasurer, “I am happy to send you another 
specimen of the handwriting of your humble servant.” (125- 
up) 

761 A Spinner Letter. Written in response to an invitation while 
visiting Boston during his retirement. Dated September 12, 
1883.(125-up) 

762 A Spinner Letter Written as Treasurer. Wholly in 
Spinner’s hand, this is a simple note written as Treasurer on 
March 23, 1874. (100-up) 

763 A Spinner Letter. A note that accompanied a certificate of 
deposit, written entirely in Spinner’s hand on behalf of the 
Treasury Department. Dated July 8, 1862. (100-up) 

764 Spinner Autograph. Cut from a printed Treasury Department 
document, signed as Treasurer. (50-75) 




765 A Spinner Letter. “Pablo Beach, Florida, September 16, 

1885. Dear Sir, Your letter of the 10th instant has reached me 
here, forwarded through the Herkimer, NY, and the Jackson¬ 
ville, Fla. Post Offices. The request therein preferred has been 
cheerfully complied with. Very respectfully yours, F.E. 
Spinner.” Wholly in Spinner’s hand and written on 
watermarked Crane Co. linen. Dated 1883. (100-up) 



766 A Letter to Spinner Dated February 21,1852. The letter 
itself folded over and stamped to become its own envelope in 
mid-19th Century style. Legalese content demands Spinner 
make good on a bad check of E. Remington that Spinner 
endorsed. (75-up) 

767 A Letter to Spinner Dated October 23, 1834. A letter sent 
to Spinner by the Tammany Hall Democratic Republicans 
inviting him to New York City for a celebration of their 
election victories. Splendid political content in this very early 
letter. (250-up) 












768 A Spinner Check. A wholly hand-written check of the 
Mohawk Valley Railroad Company dated August 9, 1852. 
Made out to Eliphalet Remington for the sum of $52.50 and 
signed by Spinner as Treasurer. The entire check is in 
Spinner’s hand. Remington’s endorsement to the Ilion Bank 
appears on the reverse. Eliphalet Remington was the founder 
of Remington Rifle, the original factory being located in Ilion, 
New York. Surely worth... (200-up) 
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769 A Jacksonville, Florida Spinner Check Dated December 
27, 1879. The first of these we have seen. (75-up) 

770 A Spinner Check Dated December 30, 1853. (75-up) 



771 Spinner Check. Identical to the above, even to the date. (75- 
up) 

772 A Third Spinner Check. Identical to the above two but for 
the date, September 18, 1851. (75-up) 



773 Very Early Spinner Check. Drawn on the Mohawk Valley 
Bank on December 3, 1843. At 41, one of the most youthful 
of Spinner’s signatures we have seen. (60-up) 



774 Three Spinner Signatures. Arranged vertically on a plain 
piece of paper. Two possibilities exist: first, that these are 
sample signatures for Treasury Department purposes; second, 
Spinner signed multiple times and then cut them apart to grant 
requests from autograph collectors. (200-up) 
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775 Spinner Signature on a Sign-Up Sheet. A sheet with 40 
signatures, most if not all members of the Thirty-fifth or 
Thirty-sixth Congresses, requesting printed copies of James 
Meachem’s speech on the Kansas question. Meachem signed 
up for 10,000. Spinner, a member of those Congresses from 
N.Y., signed up for 200. Many of these signatures must be 
rare and all would make hours of great research for the 
history buff. (250-500) 
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776 Spinner Signature. A cut Spinner signature on light card in a 
small envelope. (50-up) 

111 A Spinner Cut Signature. “Very truly yours, F.E. Spinner.” 
On Crane Co. paper, apparently cut from a letter. (50-up) 

778 Spinner Signature. “Very sincerely yours, F.E. Spinner.” 
(50-up) 



779 A One-Page Ad for Maskwell’s Compendium. An ad from 
the February 1882 Century magazine promoting a style of 
penmanship improvement aimed at the middle-aged and 
distinguished. The ad shows the abandoned style of the 
signatures of famous people along with the acquired style 
after practicing for a short time with Maskwell’s system. 
Spinner is supposedly one of those signatures. The ad shows 
Spinner’s “before” and “after” autographs, the latter being 
unlike anything Spinner ever did. The ad also shows a portrait 
of Spinner and a testimonial letter from him. From our 
knowledge of the man, this is likely a complete falsehood as 
he was rather proud of his signature and had no intention of 
changing it. In the less litiginous days of the 1880s, totally 
false endorsements were invented by advertisers with little 
risk of retribution. It is interesting to note that the supposed 
testimonial letter is datelined “Herkimer County, Florida, 
September 7, 1881.” Spinner was from Herkimer, New York 
and spent his winters in Jacksonville, Florida. It is most 
unlikely that he would have made this error. (35-up) 

780 Title Page from U.S. House of Representatives Rules 
Manual. Signed by Spinner and dated Washington, Decem¬ 
ber 22, 1859, which was during Spinner’s third term in 
Congress. (100-up) 



781 Match-Safe Top. A ceramic top to a match safe which 
pictures a 10c Third Issue Fractional Note. Prior to safety 
matches, heavy ceramic boxes were used to keep unstable 
matches from causing fires. This writer owns two such safes, 
one with a Fessenden 25c top and the other with a 50c 
Spinner top. We know of two other 10c tops but no complete 
unit. This top is unchipped and perfect with the typical 
“washboard” striker on the bottom. A great association item 
for a Fractional collection. (200-up) 



782 A Letter Dated November 8, 1848. Written by Robert J. 
Walker as Secretary of the Treasury. Interesting Treasury 
Department content and a strong Walker signature. A Fr. 
1308 25c Fifth Issue Note bearing Walker’s portrait has been 
mounted to a blank area of the letter. (200-up)

826 Scarce and Lovely Set of 1896 Bryan-McKinley Politicals 

Two pieces, the first with a rather wild haired caricature 
of Bryan and the notation “16 to 1” worth 53 cents only, 
and signed “Flard Times.” The second, with the portrait 
of a dignified McKinley, is signed “Prosperity: and 
extolls the gold standard. Each piece is multi-colored and 
is roughly the size of a large size note. Both are 
Uncirculated. (150-300) 

827 Nigger Hair Advertising Scrip 

Similar to Lot 411 in our Orlando sale, a popular item 
which brought a surprising $143. This is a 1915 premium 
offer from the American Tobacco Company, and, unlike 
the earlier example, repeats the offer in Polish and 
Hungarian on the reverse. This interesting advertising 
piece reminds us of a less sensitive era, when overt 
racism was an acceptable part of daily behavior. Very 
Fine. (75-150) 

828 California Steamer Ticket 

One ticket from San Francisco to Eureka, circa 1890's. 
(20-40) 



829 Interesting Mining Item 

Salary receipt from the Gould & Curry Silver Mining 
Company of Virginia City, Nevada Territory (an odd 
assertion, as Nevada had become a state in 1864) dated 
October 14, 1865 for the $50 monthly salary of an office 
boy. (40-80) 

830 Express Company Receipt 

December, 1873 receipt from the Westcott Express 
Company for a package delivered to Ogdensburg, New 
York. (10-20) 



831 Interesting Missionary Receipt 

A neat and very scarce early Missionary Receipt for 1 
share from the American Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions. This group was influential in bringing 
the benefits of Christianity to Africa in particular, and 
worked also in the crusade to stop the slave trade. Dated 
Boston, 1856, this Extremely Fine certificate represents 
an important piece of American history.

An Exceptional Collection 
of Rewards of Merit 


It has only been in the past several years that the collecting of Rewards 
of Merit has been given the recognition that the subject deserves. These 
fascinating items, which provide a mirror of American attitudes toward 
education and authority during the nineteenth century, are now recog¬ 
nized as a distinct and serious collecting area. The publication of Herb 
and Martha Schingoethe’s College Currency in 1993, which contained 
a section devoted solely to Rewards of Merit, followed by the publica¬ 
tion of the book Rewards of Merit by Patricia Fenn and Alfred P. Malpa 
under the auspices of the Ephemera Society of America, have dramati¬ 
cally increased the attention paid to all facets of this fascinating collect¬ 
ible. 

We do not know the origin of this collection of Rewards of Merit. 
They came to us as part of a California estate which also contained a few 
pieces of currency as well as the California documents in our Miscellany 
section. The only two pieces which are dated both bear dates in the 
1820’s. From the other material present, as well as a notation on one of 
the Rewards, we can conclude that most, if not all of the items here are 
from upstate New York. 

Each of the items presented for your consideration below is unique. 
As the specialists we consulted gave wildly varying valuations on these 
items, we have elected to omit our customary estimates. Many are 
excessively rare issues denominated in money, while others are totally 
handwritten. All provide a window into an era of American educational 
philosophy and mores which we shall likely never again see. 



1085 Rare Early Handwritten Reward 

Attractive handwritten reward stating “Miss Jones 
receives this testimony of praise for her pre-eminence in 
spelling.” The Schingoethe reference notes that 1810- 
1830 handwritten rewards “are very rare.” 



1086 A Second Handwritten Reward of Merit 

Another, also to Miss Jones and likely in the same hand 
as the foregoing. 



1087 Rare Denominated in Money Award 

Received by Mary M. Jones for good behavior in school, 
and valued at 5c. Schingoethe notes that “Early [1810- 
1830] rewards of merit denoting any amount of cash 
award are extremely rare.” 


1088 Unusual Early School Receipt 

Circa 1822 effort to raise funds for the erection of a 
Seminary, for the education of the youth of both sexes. 
This was the only item other than Rewards of Merit in 
this collection.

Black and white only, printed by [E.C.] Tracy of 
Cooperstown, NY. This printer is unlisted in the 
incredibly detailed “Directory of Booksellers, Engravers, 
Printers, Publishers, Stationers and related tradesmen 
who were involved in the design, production, and 
distribution of Rewards of Merit in the United States” 
listing at pages 202-215 of Fenn and Malpa’s Rewards 
of Merit.

The Society’s magazine, PAPER MONEY, is published six 
times a year and is sent to all members. It contains informative 
articles about various paper money collecting interests and 
lists new members and their collecting specialties. 

BOOKS 

The Society maintains an active book publication program 
on the obsolete currency of various states.

The Society is affiliated with the American Numismatic 
Association and conducts a regional meeting at their annual 
convention. The Society holds meetings at other regional 
events and cosponsors a number of major paper money 
conventions each year.
